Signoi Bocca is rental kably fair- 
minded towards the Fascists, many 
of whom he allows to have been 
moved by respectable if desperately 
erroneous motives. He is also fair 
to the Allies. In one accustomed to 
the curlier literature already alluded 
to it comes as almost a physical 
shock to read in an Italian book " the 


war in Italy was won l>y the xoldicrs 
of the Fifth and Eighth Armies and 
no one can seriously contest that". 
Signor Bocca is aware that for the 
Allies li.dy was a sect util ary theatre. 
He is not therefore surprised when 
they do not win every battle and dis-

1 le even. and here he U 
almost alone among Italian 
historians, can -ee the sense behind 
General .Alexander's order to Ihe 
partisans in the late dull mill of 1444 
to discontinue large-scale operation* 
arid prepare for Ihe spring offensive; 
he thinks the timing and some of the 
phraseology inept, but he points out 
that Ihe course of action recom- 
mended was vvh.it the partisans were 
going to have to do in any case and 
what they did forthwith do. This ii 
in spite of the fact that he appear* 
to believe that Alexander was lint

Vautrin sees only the thick mist of 
obscurantism that enshrouds this 
palnarchnl society, barbaric both in 
its squalor and its splendour.

A quarter of a century later 
another writer, not a repatriate 
French rationalist and amateur 
scientist but a Polish romantic poet 
in exile, was to look back upon 
Pulund-Lithiinnia from French .soil. 
Unlike Vaulrin's tract. Miekiewkv.'s 
poem — in the estimation of Georg 
Braudes the only successful epic to 
have been written in Ihe nineteenth 
century-wax born of nostalgia. 
Mickiewicz himself defines Pun 
Taileuxz or The Last Foray in Lithu- 
ania less ambitiously as a tale from 
■he life of Ihe gentry in the years 
1811 and 1812, in twelve cantos. Since 
many of the characters in Pan 
J'aaetisz are elderly and given to 
reminiscence, the period that the 
poem encompasses by means of 
recollective flashbacks stretches as 
far back as the years that Vautrin 
spent in Poland. Vautrin and Mickie- 
wicz in their different ways often 
describe the same country, the same 
people and the same manners, and 
what Vautrin has painted in such 
sombre colours Mickiewicz does not 
always whitewash. The editor of 
L Observatcur en Pologne is mistaken 
m assigning the society that Vautrin 
knew to the period preceding the era 
of reform.

But 
looking at Mr. Clarke’s new book, 
one wonders how accurate the mot is.

House Official ’’ his wonted manner 
is charged with leal power. But there 
is disappointingly little here of the 
twinkling shrewdness of Mr. Clarke's 
prose autobiography, Twice Round 
the Black Church, or the stinging in- 
dignation of “ The Hippophagi ” 
( 1 960). Too often in these new poems 
Mr. Clarke is loquacious rather than 
eloquent, jolly and quaint where he 
might have been acid and accurate. 

Mr. Clarke's chatty naivety is not 
at all the same sort of thing as 
Robert Bly’s heavy simplicity. Mr. 
Bly’s America is the rural Middle 
West, thick with corn, soybeans, 
solemn staring horses, and solemn 
staring poets. Put in a few rhymes, 
and Mr. Bly might be seen as a dis- 
ciple of W. H. Davies. For years 
Mr. Bly has been writing poems so 
transparent that Hike the haiku or 
waka which they are perhaps meant 
to remind one of) they tend to go 
m one eye and out the other. For 
example, the poem *' In a Train '* 
reads in its entirety: 

There has been a light snow. 

Dark car tracks move in out of the 
. . . , . darkness. 

I stare at the train window marked with 
. , . soft dust, 

I have awakened at Missoula, Montana, 
utterly happy. 

But the potential force of a haiku 
lies in its suggestiveness, which is a 
matter of vocabulary. Mr, Bly’s 
vocabulary is drab. When he attempts 
a greater resonance the words mil 
him: 

Snow will come, and cover the husks of

Wub flakes infinitely delicate, like jewels

" Infinitely delicate *' cannot beat the 
weight required of it. The poem*, arc. 
in apparent intention, completely 
circumstantial, and the titles arc very- 
much part of the poems : one of 
them dares to carry the burden of 
“After Drinking all Night with u 
Friend, We Go out in a Boat at Dawn 
to Sec Who can Write the Best 
Poem One wonders whether the 
competitive friend was James Wiight. 
another American who writes short 
transparent verses, and who loads his 
poems with similarly heavyweight 
titles. 

Robert Duncan, one of the revered 
figures of " the new American 
poetry ”, has collected his juvenilia, 
and has written an eleven-page intro- 
duction in which he attempts to make 
sense of his early efforts. JIc tells 
us how “now, alter some years of 
reaction against the poems of my 
first publish t [j/rJ book, as if they 
were mistaken in their poetics, 1 
have seen them anew in making this 
collection and would bring that very 
disturbing poetics into the works ”, 
Unfortunately Mr. Duncan’s early 
poems— incoherent and narcissistic 
as ill-written as this example 
of his recent prose.
